By now you are probably aware of the introduction of new standards for 
academic performance for all undergraduate students in the faculty of Arts and 
Science. 


Every new regulation requires some familiarization. The GPA is no exception. 
Details on calculating the WGPA (Weighted Grade Point Average) are available in 
the Academic Calendar, from the Office of the Dean, Faculty of Arts and Science 
and from the Services for Disabled Students. . 


In summary, all students will be expected to maintain an annual WGPA of 2.00 
(Acceptable Standing). Students with WGPA’s between 1.99 and 1.50 will be 
considered in “Conditional Standing” and must meet certain academic criteria to 
continue their program.

~ F/INC AND F/DNW ARE COUNTED AS FAILURES ("O" ON THE GPA) 

~ DISC AND MED ARE NOT CALCULATED IN THE GPA 

~ P/T STUDENTS MUST HAVE AT LEAST 12 CREDITS TO ACTIVATE A GPA 


The GPA affects ALL students. If you need special services, exam 
accommodations or materials in braille, tape, etc. you must access these services 
at the beginning of your academic program.

To encourage young Canadian disabled students to pursue university stu- 
dies with the ultimate objective of obtaining a university degree.

Each scholarship is valued at $2,000 annually.

One academic year - may be renewed upon application. 

The holder of an Imasco Scholarship is eligible to apply in subsequent years 
provided he/she submits a new application and all pertaining documents. 
The applicant, in a final year of study and required to attend only one academic 
term before graduation, is eligible to apply for a $1,000 ee provided 
all other criteria are met. 


Candidates must be disabled according to the following 1975 United Nations 
Declaration: 


A disabled person is «any person unable to ensure himself or herself wholly 
or partly the necessities of a normal individual and/or social life, as a result 
of a deficiency, either congenital or not, in his or her physical or mental 
capabilities,» 


Candidates must be Canadian citizens or permanent residents who have lived 
in Canada for at least two years as permanent residents. 


Candidates must be entering or currently enrolled in an undergraduate degree 
program in a Canadian post-secondary institution which is recognized by the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada. 


Holders of an undergraduate degree are not eligible for the scholarship. 


Candidates must not be employees or franchisees or dependents of 
employees or franchisees of Imasco or any of its subsidiaries. 


The Scholarship program is administered by the AUCC on behalf of Imasco 
Limited and selection is made by a committee of university representatives, 
who base their decisions on the academic excellence of the students, their 
levels of motivation and maturity. The sponsoring company, Imasco Limited, 
does not participate in the selection process.

The applicant must complete the application form in four copies. 


He/she must ensure that a letter from a medical doctor, describing the type 
and extent of his/her disability is sent to the above address. 


In addition, candidates must arrange to have the following documents sent 
to the above address: 


i) two letters of reference: one from a past teacher and one from a person 
other than a relative who has known the applicant for a minimum of one year; 


ii) official academic transcripts covering the last two years of study. 


Completed applications as well as all supporting documents mentioned above 
must be sent to AUCC to arrive no later than June 1st. 


Scholarship winners, notified in September, must submit to the Association 
of Universities and Colleges of Canada confirmation of admission to univer- 
sity as soon as possible thereafter. 


The recipients must enter/attend university in the year of application and com- 
plete each academic term. Request for deferment will be considered only 
in unusual circumstances and the decision will be made by the AUCC's Selec- 
tion Committee. In the event that the student does not complete the academic 
term, he must submit to the AUCC a medical report stating his inability to 
complete the full courseload in order to be eligible for the second haif of 
his/her Scholarship.

EDWARD G. McLEAN MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP 


The Lions Club of Montreal (Central) has established a 
scholarship fund to honour one of its most dedicated and 
beloved members, Past Lion District Governor, the late 
Edward G. McLean.

6. It will be limited to attendance at a school in Quebec, 
unless the chosen field of study is not available in 
Quebec. 


7. All grants shall be for a one year period subject to 
renewal upon successful completion of a full academic year. 


8. In the event of a lack of a suitable candidate, the 
Selection Committee may reserve the right to modify the 
above requirements or defer the grants for another year.
